Single Navy Line Bill Before Congress

there will be any such general legislation at this session of Congress. 

The leaders of the two Houses have tentatively fixed upon May 1 as the 
date of adjournment, with the determination not to remain in session beyond 
June 1 at any cost. One-third of the Senate and the entire membership of 
the House come up for reelection next November. Primaries will begin in a 
few days and will require the personal attention of those Senators and mem- 
bers who are candidates for renomination. Political ambitions, therefore, are 
speeding action upon those bills which are essential for the conduct of the 
Government or which may be necessary from a political point of view. Only 
two appropriation bills, those for the District of Columbia and the Legislative 
branch, remain to be reported by the House Appropriations Committee. The 
Senate, too, is pushing all appropriation bills to passage. The World Court 
treaty has been ratified, the income tax bill has become law, the aviation 
programs for the Army and the Navy are gradually evolving, and there are 
few other matters upon the legislative program. For this reason, conse- 
quently, adjournment may occur on May 1. 

Attention is called to this situation because it indicates that only politically 
important measures stand a change of favorable action. The House Calendar 
is filled with reports of committees, and the first Calendar day available for the 
Naval Committee is May 25. Even if Congress should remain in session until 
June 1, it is apparent action by the House on the equalization bill or a sub- 
stitute therefor, even were it possible on May 25, could not result in the 

) passage of an act covering this subject. 

Moreover, while the House committee, by its sympathetic attitude, has shown 
its favor for the equalization bill, it does not follow that the measure, even 
as modified, will receive approval. Some of the influential members of the 
committee are anxious to bring about: 

1. A single promotion list for the entire Navy. 

2. Selection out by elimination down to and including the grade of lieu- 
tenant, junior grade. 

If there should be no action upon the equalization proposal during the 
present session, it is not at all unlikely that the plan for a single promotion 
list will be brought up for consideration at the session which begins next 
December. Nothing definite has yet been worked out in this connection, but 
it is known that Chairman Butler is strongly in favor of the principle, and 
Congressman Vinson, of Georgia, likewise inclines towards it. Various methods 
of applying the principle have been suggested. Some members advocate the 
adoption of the same plan that brought about the amalgamation of the Line 
and the old Engineer Corps. The basic idea back of this proposed reorgan- 
ization is that the Secretary of the Navy shall make assignments of officers 
to the duty for which they are qualified and best fitted. A medical officer 
naturally would be assigned to medical duty, a civil engineer to Yards and 
Docks, a paymaster to pay duty, etc. The views of the Secretary of the Navy 
on this radical proposal have not yet been solicited, and what his attitude would 
be is not known. 

The Naval Committee, before acting on the equalization bill, will await the 
report of the board of which Rear Adm. E. H. Campbell, is president. The 
board completed its hearings on the line personnel bill last month, but has not 
yet submitted its report. Rear Admiral Campbell testified before. the com- 
mittee on the equalization bill, and in view of the study he has made of the 
subject, the committee listened to him with close attention. 

Opposition to the equalization bill, he said, centers mainly in the Construc- 
tion Corps. 

This opposition is due to the fact that certain provisions of the-bill as it 
now stands affect this corps more adversely than any other group of officers in 
the Navy, according to views expressed in the corps. 

Particular exception is taken to that provision of the bill which abrogates 
the present law establishing fixed percentages of officers in various ranks of 
the staff corps and does not substitute any fixed way of determining a set 
number. At-present both in line and staff if a certain number of commanders 
drop out, officers of the next lower rank are promoted to the vacancies. The 
new bill does not change this condition for line officers but in case of the 
staff, officers could be promoted only if there are “eligibles,” and of these 
only the percentage obtained from line results can be promoted. 

The contention advanced by the officers of the Construction Corps is that, 
while there may be differing opinions as to the number, there is a fixed total

IMPORTANT COMING EVENTS 


The Senate Military Committee will report next week an Air Corps bill in line with 
the recommendations of the Morrow Board. 

The House Military Committee will begin on Wednesday next executive consideration 
of the entire aviation question, with a view to devising a solution, but a divided report 
may be expected. 

The House Naval Committee will report its aviation materiel and personnel bill on 
Monday next and request a rule for consideration on the following Monday. 

The House Naval Committee will report next week a bill for the settlement of Line 
and Staff rank in the sea service. 

The Secretary of War will transmit to Congress next week the air materiel and per- 
sonnel program for the Army. 

Without much change, the Senate Appropriations Committee will report the Army 
appropriations bill to the Senate next week. 

The conferees on the Naval Appropriations bill will meet next week, and the House is 
expected to yield to the Senate’s action in continuing the Lakehurst Station. 


Senate Drafts Army Air Bill: House?

(ee rene out the recommendations of the Morrow Board, the Senate 
Military Committee has completed a bill which it will report to the Senate 
next week. The text of the bill as it will be reported, with perhaps some 
slight modification, appears on page 611. 

The House Military Committee is still floundering in doubt, and no mem- 
ber of the committee is yet able to indicate what action will be taken. 

It is merely known that the majority of the committee will not approve a 
Department of National Defense nor the so-called Wainwright bill, which em- 
bodies the views of General Patrick. The President’s attitude in opposition has 
definitely disposed of those plans. 

The President stands firmly behind the Morrow Board’s recommendations. 
He wants them and no other; he does not want to go beyond them. But the 
committee may adopt a suggestion made by Gen. Hugh A. Drum, Asst. C. S., 
G-3, for reviving the Council of National Defense, giving it real authority 
in the matter of operations and procurement, and the support of technical 
officers of the two Services, and through it effecting the cooperation of the 
Air Services which the committee deems essential. 

The committee proposes to follow the plan of the House Naval Committee in 
passing at the same time upon all questions of personnel and materiel. Secre- 
tary Davis is expected to transmit to the Congress next week his recommen- 
dations regarding the strength of the Air Service, and another draft of a 
measure covering the proposals of the Morrow Board and the Lampert Com- 
mittee. The Secretary’s recommendations regarding Air strength are expected 
to be practically identical with those made by G-3 and reported to the com- 
mittee by General Drum as follows: 

A five-year program for the construction of 2,250 aeroplanes and contem- 
plating replacements of from 400 to 450 planes annually. 

Increase of 450 officers of the Air Service and fixing the strength of the 
enlisted force at 15,000 men. ’ 

Cost of the program—approximately $55,000,000 annually (an increase of 
$25,000,000 annually), covering new construction, amounting to between $12,- 
000,000 and $14,000,000 annually; maintenance of hangars and landing fields, 
pay, housing, clothing and food for enlisted men, etc.; extension of training 
for National Guard, Reserve Officers, and R.O.T.C. 

It is interesting to note that the program as presented by General Drum 
in no way staggered the committee. The General pointed out that such a 
program would make the United States the equal in the air of Great Britain, 
and second only to France; and he suggested that our geographical position 
made equal'ty with France unnecessary. Some of the members of the com- 
mittee thought in view of the 5-5-3 naval ratio we should have likewise an 
air ratio, with the United States having the same standard as any other power. 

Chairman Butler, of the House Naval Committee, asserted that in spite of 
the President’s attitude against large air expenditures, his committee would 
not retreat from the bill which it adopted last week. This bill calls for an 
ultimate strength of 1,000 planes, of which approximately 300 will be in re- 
serve. The cost of the Naval Committee’s program will be $20,000,000 annu- 
ally. The total for the Army and Navy, therefore, will be $75,000,000 eac 
year, or a grand total for the five years of $375,000,000, provided, of course 
Congress acts favorably upon the pending proposals. That this is the inten 
of Congress is apparent in view of its anxiety not only to make adequate pro- 
vision for national defense but its desire to stimulate aircraft building and 
operation in the United States.

Congress Appropriations for Services Meet Editorial A pproval 


ATIONAL defense, as exemplified in the appropriation bills which are receiv- 
ing the approval of Congress, has met the cordial support of the editors of 
the country’s press. Satisfaction is expressed that the Army and Navy have been 
properly taken care of, and especial commendation is given to the House for its 
action in making additions to the Army appropriations bill, as reported by the 
Appropriations Committee, and to the Senate for more adequately looking after 
the Navy’s needs than did the House. In favorably reporting the measure for 
a continuous air program, to cost roughly $100,000,000, the House Naval Com- 
mittee has acted in accordance with national sentiment, as shown by the edi- 
torials which have come to the attention of the reviewer. 

Most of those who have discussed the appropriations for the Services have 
grouped them together for the purpose of showing that Congress is really 
alive to the necessity of adequate preparation. John R. McQuigg, national 
commander of the American Legion, expressed the viewpoint of the Legion and 
many editorial writers, when he referred to the “small defense we have,” and 
declared that the American Legion has no patience with “those well-meaning 
but misguided people, who, even now, are making strenuous efforts to palsy 
the arm of America.” The anniversary of the birth of George Washington 
caused many papers and speakers throughout the country to quote approvingly 
his words in advocacy of preparedness, and to apply them to our present-day 
situation in the light of the declaration of the Secretary of State before the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, that the cornerstone of our foreign policy is the avoid- 
ance of foreign entanglements, and consequent dependence upon ourselves. Nor 
has sight been lost of the feeling abroad concerning us. The New York Times 
(Democratic), discussing the gathering of educationalists in Washington and 
the niggardly pay these teachers of the young receive, declared that its com- 
ments were not meant as an intimation that “we 
spend too much on the Army of Present Defense,” 





ing Army and Navy appropriation bills, more than $650,000,000 will be avail- 
able for the land and sea forces in the next fiscal year. The House passed 
the Army measure, which carries: $329,000,000. The Senate voted approval 
of the Navy bill authorizing an outlay of $321,500,000. As long as the danger 
of war or violent disturbance of the peace exists, appropriations should be 
made for meeting it. Cn the financial side, the United States cannot be 
accused of neglect when the contemplated appropriations for the Army and 
Navy amount approximately to one-fifth of the annual cost of the whole 
Federal Government. The whole situation makes clear the tremendous cash 
value of peace.” 

The Cincinnati Enquirer likewise endorses the proposed authorizations for 
the Services, and especially approves the increases granted by the Senate to 
the Navy. “The Senate passed the $321,000,000 naval appropriation bill,” 
says the Enquirer, “and the House the $339,500,000 Army supply bill, and 
$100,000,000 more is in sight for aviation. These figures, large as they may 
appear to be to the average civilian amount to less than the estimates made 
by Army, Navy and Air officials. But they commendably suggest at Congress 
is aware of pressing needs and is willing to go as far as prudence may per- 
mit in raising the units of the Nation’s defense to a standing adequate to meet 
any probable emergency of war. There is opposition in both House and Senate, 
of course. Notably, Senator Kind regards the naval appropriation as inde- 
fensibly extravagant. But the public will be inclined to approve the final 
decisions in this respect even though the appropriations should be increased. 
The national defense should be made adequate regardless of cost.” 

The South also speaks a good word for the attitude of Congress, accepting 
without criticism the appropriations made for the Army and the increases 
voted by the Senate for the Navy. The New 
Orleans Times Picayune points out, however, that

Several of the vessels that theoretically are 
the back bone of the fleet would be practically use- 
less in war because they are slow and their guns 
are of limited range. The developments in connec- 
| tion with the recent Pacific maneuvers proved that

story. 

“As to the Air Service, its generally forlorn and 
neglected condition is so notorious that there is no 
need to even indicate details. 

“Under such circumstances, ordinary prudence 
demands that the American people be uneasy and 
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Congress had an opportunity to become hysterical 
following the Mitchell affair, the Shenandoah dis- 
aster and the investigations and inquiries that followed. So far it seems to 
be resisting the temptation with marked fortitude. There is little hysteria in 
these regular appropriation bills.” 

Equally calm in its discussion and generally reflective of the sober sense 
of the country, is an editorial on the Navy published by the Washington Post 
(Independent). That paper points out we are without destroyer leaders, such 
as serve as flagships for destroyers in foreign services, and will be weak in 
a cruiser force even when the program of cruiser construction is complete, and 
continues: 

“As amended by the Senate, the naval bill makes suitable provision for 
aircraft development and equipment for the Navy, having in view the prob- 
able adoption of a five-year aircraft program which is now in preparation 
by the House Committee on Naval Affairs. This program would authorize 
the expenditure of $20,000,000 annually for five years, which would produce 
1,000 new airplanes and two dirigibles, each three times the size of the 
Shenandoah. 

“The more generous attitude of the Senate towards naval maintenance and 
development should be concurred in by the House conferees. True economy 
consists in reasonable development of the Navy rather than paring down. 
Aircraft development, especially, must be provided for, if the Navy is to be 
efficient—and if not efficient, there is no economy anywhere. 

“The Senate’s amendments are in line with necessary development and 
true economy. The House conferees can well afford to aceept the amendments.” 

The Indianapolis News (Republican), points out that “wisdom in expendi- 
ture granted, no cause would seem to exist for complaint that the United 
States is neglecting national defense.” This paper continues: 

___ “If Congress finally approves in substantially their present form the pend-

require from their Government measures which will 
do away with the hazard the nation must incur by 
maintaining indefinitely the status of a super-rich nation unprovided with the 
means for beating off predatory thieves.” 

Thus, the editors express themselves. It would seem, consequently, that 
the sober second sense of the people still persists, in spite of the propaganda 
which pacifists are constantly spreading. In this connection, the Kansas City 
Kansas, owned by Senator Capper, pays its respects to the pacifists in the 


“following terms: 


“Pacifists classify our war debts and our big national bill for rehabilitation 
and relief of ex-soldiers, as well as our current expenditures for the main- 
tenance of our Army and Navy as costs of war. In a sense that is true, but 
a very considerable portion of the bill is due to the preparedness of the United 
States for war during a period when “the world was aflame” and a national 
policy less pacifistic would have prevented much of those war costs through 
reasonable preparedness. As it is we had to provide war materials, ships and 
men at wasteful speed offering wholesale opportunity for extracagance. Those 
who are preaching national unpreparedness now may be piling up future war 
costs, for it is true of every nation that however peaceful it may be, it may 
have war forced upon it.” 

Thus it is apparent that the country will approve without question neces- 
sary additions by the Senate to the House Army bill and the acceptance by 
the House of the additions to the naval appropriations made by the upper 


chamber. 
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CONSOLIDATED NAVY AIR BILL 


The House Naval Affairs Committee has consolidated all the various 
Navy air bills pending into a new bill which was just introduced by 
Chairman Butler. 

The consolidated bill includes the five year air program, command of 
Navy air stations and promotion of certain Navy air officers as extra 
numbers. The terms “naval aviator, pilot and naval observer” are care- 
fully defined. 

The portion of the bill dealing with the personnel reads: 


That hereafter when the term “naval aviator” is used in this act or any other act 
it shall mean any commissioned officer or warrant line officer in the Navy or Marine 
Corps who has successfully completed the course prescribed by competent authority for 
naval aviators and who has been or may hereafter be designated or appointed a naval 
aviator by competent authority and who has flown alone in a heavier-than-air craft not 
less than 75 hours and who has flown in heavier-than-air craft a total of not less than 
200 hours or who has been in the air, under training, im rigid airships not less than 
150 hours and successfully completed the course prescribed by competent authority. 

That hereafter when the term “aviation pilot” is used in this act or any other act 
it shall mean any enlisted man in the Navy or Marine Corps who has successfully com- 
pleted the course prescribed for aviation pilots and who has been or may hereafter be 
designated or appointed an aviation pilot by competent authority and who has flown 
alone in a heavier-than-air craft not less than 75 hours and who has flown in heavier- 
than-air craft a total of not less than 200 hours. 

The term “pilot” shall be construed to mean a naval aviator or an aviation pilot. 

That hereafter when the term “naval observer” is used in this act or any other act 
it shall mean any commissioned or warrant officer in the Navy or Marine Corps who has 
successfully completed the course prescribed by competent authority as a naval aviation 
observer and who has been in the air not less than 100 hours and who has been or may 
hereafter be designated or appointed as a naval aviation observer by competent authority 
in the Navy. 

That hereafter when a line officer of the Navy is to be detailed to the command of a 
Navy aviation school or of a Navy air station or of a Navy air unit organized for 
flight tactical purposes he shall be a naval aviator. 

Line officers detailed to command of aircraft carriers or aircraft tenders shall be 
naval aviators or naval aviation observers who are otherwise qualified . 

That any officer of the Navy, line, or staff of the permanent rank or grade of com- 
mander or lieutenant commander, at the time of the passage of this act who has specialized 
in aviation for such a period of time as to jeopardize his selection for promotion or 
advancement to the next higher grade or rank under existing provisions of law and 
whose service in aviation has been in the public interest be so notified by the Secretary 
of the Navy and at his own request be designated as an officer who will be carried as an 
additional number in the next higher grade or rank not above the grade of captain if 
and when promoted or advanced thereto: Provided, That selection boards in cases of such 
officers shall confine their consideration to the fitness alone of such officers for promotion, 
not upon the comparative fitness of such officers. 

That hereafter when a line officer of the Marine Corps is to be detailed to the com- 
mand of a Marine Corps aviation school or of a Marine Corps air station or of a Marine 
Corps air unit organized for flight tactical purposes he shall be a Marine Corps aviator. 

On and after July 1, 1928, not less than 30 per centum of the total number of pilots 
employed in the Navy on aviation duty shall be enlisted men.

week will incorporate suggestions of the Lampert Committee. That inventors 
alleging violation of patent rights be authorized to appeal to the War Depart- 
ment for relief instead of to the Court of Claims, and that Army and Navy 
landing fields and facilities be made available for civilian aviation, so far as 
practicable. 

The Secretary will reiterate his opposition to a Department of National 
Defense or the Patrick plan for a separate Air Corps. 

Members of the House Military Committee are sharply criticising the Gen- 
eral Staff for what they term delay in assisting Congress to solve the air 
problem. General Drum pointed out the necessity of thorough study and of 
consultation with various branches of the Government, which took time. General 
Drum, by the way, is highly praised both by the Senate and House Military 
Committees for the able and intelligent manner in which he has presented his 
views. 
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7 AR DEPARTMENT APPROPRIATIONS BILL.—The Senate War Depart- 

ment subcommittee on Appropriations is holding hearings on the War 
Department appropriation bill and it is not likely that these will be completed 
before Mar. 3. The subcommittee called up Brig. Gen. John R. Delafield, O.R.C., 
president of the Reserve Officers’ Association of the U. S. to get his views 
on the needs of the Reserves. 
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|AVY DEPARTMENT APPROPRIATIONS BILL.—The Navy Department 
appropriations bill, having passed both Houses, is pending until a confer- 
ence can be called at which the main differences between the Senate and House 
provisions can be adjusted. The main point at issue is the maintenance of 
personnel at a strength of 83,000 as provided for in the Budget estimates. 
The Senate restored the Budget figures which were slashed in the House and 
a fight is expected on this in the conference. 








(( CLONE: RETHERS MAY BE MADE BRIGADIER GENERAL.—Orders 
have been issued assigning Col. Harry F. Rethers, Quartermaster of the 
9th Corps Area, to duty in the office of the Quartermaster General in Wash- 
ington.

JTAVY CATAPULT EXPERIMENT.— For the first time in the history of

The text of the bill follows: 
A BILL 


To increase the efficiency of the Air Service of 
the United States Army 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That the Air Service cre- 
ated by the National Defense Act, as amended, 
approved June 4, 1920, shall be known as the 
Air Corps, and whenever used in such act, or in 
other acts approved subsequent to June 4, 1920, 
the term “‘Air Service’”’ shall mean ‘Air Corps.” 

See. 2. That section 5a of the National De- 
fense Act, as amended, be, and the same is 
hereby, amended by adding at the end of said 
section 5a the following: 

There is hereby created in the War Depart- 
ment the office of Second Assistant Secretary of 
War. The Second Assistant Secretary of War 
shall be appointed by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate. He 
shall, under the direction of the Secretary of 
War, be charged with the supervision of the 
Air Corps and the coordination of its activities 
with governmental agencies not connected with 
the War Department and, in addition, such 
other duties as may be assigned to him by the 
Secretary of War. The Second Assistant Secre- 
tary of War shall receive a salary of $7,500 per 
annum. There shall be detailed to the office of 
the Second Assistant Secretary of War from the 
Air Corps such number of officers and civilian 
employes as may be authorized by regulations 
approved by the Secretary of War. 

See. 3. That section 13a of the said National 
Defense Act be, and the same is hereby, amended 
to read as follows: 

“See, 13a. Air Corps.—There is hereby cre- 
ated an Air Corps. The Air Corps shall consist 
of one Chief of the Air Corps with the rank of 
major general, three assistants, each of whom 
shall have the rank of brigadier general, 1,512 
officers in grades from colonel to second lieu- 
tenant, inclusive, and 16,000 enlisted men, in- 
eluding not to exceed 2,500 flying cadets, such 
part of whom as the President may direct being 
formed into tactical units organized as he may 
prescribe: Provided, That not to exceed 10 per- 
cent of the officers in each grade in the Air 
Corps below that of brigadier general may be 
nonflying officers. Flying units shall in all 
cases be commanded by flying officers. Officers, 
warrant officers, and enlisted men of the Army 
shall receive an increase of 50 percent of their 
pay when by orders of competent authority they 
are required to participate regularly and fre- 
quently in aerial flights and when in conse- 
quence of such orders they do participate in 
regular and frequent aerial flights as defined by 
such Executive orders as have heretofore been, 
or may hereafter be, promulgated by the Presi- 
dent; and no person shall receive additional 
pay for aviation duty except as prescribed in 
this section: Provided, That nothing in this act 
shall be construed as amending existing pro- 
visions of law relating to flying cadets. 

“When a shortage of field officers in the Air 
Corps exists the Secretary of War is hereby au- 
thorized to assign, under such regulation as he 
may prescribe, officers of the Air Corps to fly- 
ing commands, including wings, groups, squad- 
rons, schools, and important air stations, which 
assignment to command shall carry with it tem- 
porary rank, including pay and allowances ap- 
propriate to such command, as determined by 
the Secretary of War, for the period of such 
assignment: Provided, That such temporary 
rank is limited to two grades above the perma- 
nent rank of the officer assigned. No officer 
shall be temporarily advanced in rank as con- 
templated in this section unless the Chief of the 
Air Corps certifies that no officers of perma- 
nent suitable rank are available for such _as- 
signment: And provided further, That no officer 
holding temporary rank under the provisions of 
this section shall be eligible to command out- 
side of his own corps except by seniority under 
his permanent commission. 

“After July 1, 1929, and in time of peace, 
not less than 20 percent of the total number of 
pilots authorized by the President for the Air 
Service from time to time shall be enlisted 
men, except at such times as the Secretary of 
War, upon representation from the Chief of 
Air Service, shall find that it is impracticable 
to secure such number of enlisted pilots: Pro- 
vided, That these enlisted pilots in grades above 
that of the seventh grade shall not be included 
in determining the number of men allowed the 
Air Service in the grades above that of the 
seventh grade as provided by section 4b of this 
act.” 

Sec. 4. Hereafter, when in the opinion of the 
Secretary of War, the interests of the United 
States will be best served thereby, aircraft, air- 
craft engines, aircraft accessories and equipment 
may be purchased without competitive bidding. 
That in placing contracts for any or all of such 
material preference shall be given to contractors 
who maintain engineering and design staffs of 
reasonable size and keep them active: Provided 
further, That the Secretary of War may pur- 
chase at an agreed price proprietary or unpat- 
entable design rights, or in placing contracts 
for such articles the value of such proprietary 
or unpatentable design rights may be considered 
as an additional item over and above the pro- 
duction price of such material and the con- 
tractor may be paid an agreed sum to cover 
the value to the United States of such rights. 
In all cases the decision of the Secretary of 
War shall be final and conclusive in the ab- 
sence of fraud or collusion. 

Sec. 5. That the President be, and he is hereby 
authorized to present, but not in the name of 
Congress, a medal to be known as the order of 
merit, of appropriate design and a _ ribbon, 
together with a rosette or other device to be 
worn in lieu thereof, to any person who, while 
serving in any capacity with the Army of the 





United States, shall hereafter distinguish him- 
self, or herself, by heroism or extraordinary 
achievement not involving actual conflict with 
an enemy. 

No more than one order of merit shall be is- 
sued to any one person; but for each succeeding 
deed or act sufficient to justify the award of the 
order of merit, the President may award a suit- 
able bar, or other suitable device, to be worn 
as he shall direct. 

The Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to expend from the appropriations 
for contingent expenses of his department from 
time to time, so much as may be necessary to 
defray the cost of medals of the order of merit, 
ribbons, bars, rosettes, and other devices herein- 
before provided for. 

Whenever a medal, bar, ribbon, rosette, or 
other device presented under the provisions of 
this act shall have been lost, destroyed, or ren- 
dered unfit for use, without fault or neglect 
on the part of the person to whom it was 
awarded, such medal, bar, ribbon, rosette, or de- 
vice shall be replaced without charge therefor. 

Except as otherwise prescribed herein, .no 
medal, or bar, or other suitable device in lieu 
of said medal, shall be issued to any person after 
more than three years from the date of the act 
justifying the award thereof, nor unless a spe- 
cific statement or report distinctly setting forth 
the heroism or extraordinary achievement and 
suggesting or recommending official recognition 
thereof shall have been made at the time of the 
heroism or extraordinary achievement or within 
two years thereafter, nor unless it shall ap- 
pear from the official records in the War De- 
partment that such person has so distinguished 
oimseif as to entitle him thereto; but in case 
an individual who shall distinguish himself dies 
before the making of che award to which he may 
be entitled, the award may nevertheless be made 
and the medal or bar or other emblem or device 
presented, within three years from the date 
of the act justifying the award thereof, to 
such representative of the deceased as the Presi- 
dent may designate; but no medal, bar, or 
other device, hereinbefore authorized, shall be 
awarded or presented to any individual whose 
entire service subsequent to the time he distin- 
guished himself shall not have been honorable. 

The President be, and he is hereby, authorized 
to delegate, under such conditions, regulations, 
and limitations as he shall prescribe, to com- 
manding generals, the power conferred upon 
him by this act to award the order of merit, 
and he is further authorized to make from time 
to time any and all rules, regulations, and or- 
ders which he shall deem necessary to carry into 
effect the provisions of this act and to execute 
the full purpose and intention thereof, 


Sec. 6. The President is hereby authorized to 
present, but not in the name of Congress, a dis- 
tinguished flying cross of appropriate design, 
and a ribbon, together with a rosette or other 
device, to be worn in lieu thereof, to any per- 
son who, while serving in any capacity with 
the Air Corps of the Army since the 6th day 
of April, 1917, has distinguished, or who, after 
the approval of this act, distinguishes himself 
by extraordinary heroism while participating in 
an aerial flight. No more than one distin- 
guished flying cross shall be issued to any one 
person, but for each succeeding act or service 
sufficient to justify the award of a distinguished 
flying cross the President may award a suitable 
bar or other suitable device to be worn as he 
shali direct. Whenever a cross, bar, ribbon, 
rosette, or other device presented under the 
provisions of this section has n lost, de- 
stroyed, or rendered unfit for use, without fault 
or neglect on the part of the person to whom 
it was awarded, such cross, bar, ribbon, ~osette, 
or device shall be replaced without charge there- 
for.

of the corps. At present the law fixes this number at 23 percent of the total 
corps and the new bill would reduce this percentage. With continuation of 
the present rate of losses the actual number would eventually be reduced to 
12 percent or less, a total insufficient to carry on the bureau’s work. 

No objection is raised to the provision restricting the number of rear 
admirals in the staff corps but the term “Equalization Bill” is termed a mis- 
— in that it is claimed it does not provide equal opportunities for pro- 
motion. 

This is based on the contention that the field of selection in the corps would 
be limited to those staff officers eligible who happen to be senior to the junior 
line man actually selected whereas in the line every member of a given 
Academy class has at least a chance for promotion. It is held that similarly 
every member of the class in the Construction Corps should have the same 
opportunity to be selected; that every officer who becomes eligible by length 
of service should go before the selection board and the proper number selected. 

It is claimed that under the new bill no promotions to commander could 
be made for the next five or six years. At present there is a total of 53 in 
commanders and above in this corps and under the new measure this number 
would remain for the present, but with no promotions of lieutenant com- 
‘manders for years. In the Medical Corps there would be an immediate increase 
from 99 to 169, and in the Supply Corps from 70 to 107, and this is assigned 
as one of the reasons there is little opposition from these quarters. 

-Summed up the contentions of the Construction Corps officers seem to be 
that there should be a fixed number of officers of command rank for each 
staff corps based on the needs and duties to be performed by that corps, and 
the number should be kept up to this minimum; that a minimum service in 
each grade be established on which to predicate eligibility for promotion and 
that such promotions be based on the same percentages as in corresponding 
ranks in the line, with the provision that additional promotions may be made 
if necessary to keep the total in the command ranks up to the fixed minimum. 
Comdr. J. S. McCain, U.S.N., of the Bureau of Navigation, appeared before 
the committee on Feb. 25 and explained the bill in detail. 

It was revealed in his testimony that the Medical Corps of the Navy is now 
nearly 500 below its authorized strength, partly due to the fact that promo- 
tions have been so slow. It was pointed out that 50 commanders in the Medi- 
cal Corps are now behind their running mates in the line who are captains. 
About 90 lieutenant commanders in that corps, he said, are behind their run- 
ning mates in the line who are commanders. ; 

In all, approximately 195 staff officers are now behind their contemporaries 
of the line, Commander McCain testified. These 195, who are practically all 
in the Medical, Supply and Civil Engineer Corps, would be immediately 
benefitted by the legislation. i 

Commander Hornberger, of the Supply Corps, explained the pay period 
system, pointing out that the increased rank for staff officers provided in the 
bill would not increase their basic pay, as pay is determined by longevity. 

The cost of the bill, which would only be in increased allowances for these 
staff officers promoted, would amount to about $33,000 a year for 10 years, and 
thereafter only $20,000 a year, it was estimated. 





AY QUESTION OF COMMISSIONED WARRANT OFFICERS, U.S.N.— 

Chief Pharmacist Kenneth M. Smith, U.S.N., who with a number of officers 
testified at a hearing of the House Military Affairs Committee during the 
previous session of Congress, on the effect of the joint service pay act of 1922 
in regard to the pay of commissioned warrant officers of the Navy, will appear 
before the House Committee on Naval Affairs during the coming month on 
this same question. Other officers will be summoned to give their views and 
it is indicated that definite action will be taken by this committee during the 
present session to adjudicate the claims set forth by the warrant officers. 

The original intent of Congress in passing the pay act of 1922 was to afford 
relief to officers of all ranks and classes in order to meet the increased cost 
of living. The good intentions of Congress seem to have gone astray so far 
as the commissioned warrant officers of the Navy are concerned, it is claimed 
by these officers, and in which contention the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL ex- 
pressed agreement in an editorial on the subject in its issue of Jan. 30, 

The 1922 pay act contained a clause relating to commissioned warrant 
officers of the Navy to the effect that such officers should after six years com- 
missioned service receive the pay of the second period, and after 12 years 
commissioned service receive the pay of the third period. The act also pro- 
vided that thereafter only commissioned service should count for longevity pay 
purposes, and to officers drawing the pay of a certain period it granted certain 
allowances. The act also did away with the 1916 special legislation exempting 
commissioned warrant officers from the rule under the law of 1908, which 
provided that all officers of equal rank and length of service should receive 
the same pay and allowances, and, while not advancing in rank, receive after 
six years commissioned service with creditable records, the pay and allowances 
of lieutenant junior grade, and after 12 years’ commissioned service with credit- 
able record, the pay and allowances of a lieutenant. These changes in the 
former status of commissioned warrant officers have destroyed the purpose of 
the last pay act, so far as the pay of these officers are concerned, which was to 
increase the pay of officers throughout the Army and Navy that they might be 
enabled better to mee. increased living costs. 





YAPT. G. F. UNMACHT, U.S.A.. RECEIVES LL.B—Among the grad- 
uates of George Washington University Law School on Feb. 22 was Capt.

(c) Payments to beneficiaries under the pro- 
visions of this section shall be made by the 
Director of the United States Veterans’ Bu- 
reau from funds heretofore appropriated, or 
which may be appropriated hereafter, for the 
Veterans’ Bureau. 

(d) The insurance payable under this section 
shall not be subject to any claim of creditors of 
any person to whom an award shall be made, 
and shall be exempt from all taxation. 

(e) The provisions of this section shall not be 
retroactive and shall take effect upon date of 
approval thereof.

HE CONTROVERSY BETWEEN THE GENERAL STAFF AND CHIEF 
T OF MILITIA BUREAU.—tThe long struggle between the Chief of the 
Militia Bureau and the War Department General Staff over who shall control 
the affairs of the National Guard shortly will come to a head in Congress. 

Representative Speaks, of Ohio, this week introduced a bill (H.R. 9571) 
which if passed by Congress will give the Militia Chiefs the desired authority 
and will limit the duties of the War Department General Staff in connection 
with the National Guard not in Federal service to the preparation of policies 
and regulations affecting organization, distribution and training. The admin- 
istration of personnel and finances, under the bill, will be left solely to the 
the Militia Bureau Chief, answerable only to the Secretary of War. 

The latter officer, according to those high in authority in the Militia Bureau, 
was intended for the Militia Bureau under the National Defense act of 1916 
but has been “usurped” since that time by the General Staff. 

The office of the Chief of the Militia Bureau is highly pleased at the intro- 
duction of the bill and sees in its forthcoming discussion before the House 
Military Committee the chance to put the “interference of the General Staff 
in National Guard matters not prescribed to it” squarely before Congress. 

It is thought that the hearing on the proposed legislation will develop into 
a lively fight as the General Staff in all probability will stick to its interpre- 
tation of the National Defense act and seek to show Congress that the bill will 
give the Militia Bureau more authority than it should have. On the other hand, 
those high in authority in Militia Bureau stand ready to advocate the bill as do 
the Adjutants General in almost every state. 

The bitter feeling between the Militia Bureau and the General Staff which 
it apparently is the purpose of the Speaks’ bill to settle has been cropping up 
time and again for the past five or six years. The “interference” in National 
Guard affairs on the part of the General Staff was the subject of heated dis- 
cussion at the recent National Guard Association convention in Florida and 
resolutions were passed deploring it. At the hearings before the House Appro- 
priations Committee a few weeks ago, on the War Department appro- 
priation bill for 1927, it was charged that funds intended for the National 
Guard during the past year had been diverted by the General Staff. Although 
this was denied by Maj. Gen. Dennis E. Nolan, who was testifying for the 
General Staff, the matter was not settled to the satisfaction of either side in 
the controversy. 

There is no denying the fact that there will be great dissatisfaction in the 
National Guard until Congress prescribes more clearly the respective duties of 
the Chief of the Militia Bureau and General Staff in reference to the guard. 


‘Piper GUARD ITEMS IN TREASURY BILL.—The Coast Guard will 
receive an appropriation of $100,000 to equip a vessel for use as an ice- 
breaker, according to the conference report on the Treasury Department bill 
presented to the House by Representative Madden on Feb. 23. 

An amendment offered by the Senate that hereafter officers of the Coast 
Guard performing travel for which no transportation is charged on Govern- 
ment vessels will be reimbursed only for actual and necessary expenses incurred. 


O TEMPORARY RANK FOR NAVY AIR OFFICERS.—Two outstanding 
LN features of the consolidated Butler Air bill, which appears elsewhere in 
this issue, are the elimination of that portion of the former bill (H.R. 8123) 
on the granting of temporary rank to airmen detailed to command of Navy 
air stations or units and the strict definition of what constitutes a naval 
aviator, pilot and naval observer. 

The elimination of the temporary rank provision is said to have resulted 
from the statements made at the hearings on the bill that enough line officers 
of high rank would be qualified as flying officers in time to take care of the 
situation. 

The detailed definition of naval aviator, pilot and naval observer are taken 
to indicate a desire on the part of the Naval Affairs Committee to limit the 
“wearing of wings” and other aviation insignia to Navy aviators and only those 
other line officers of the Navy who successfully complete the entire course 
required for such designations. 


‘ENERAL COLLINS, U.S.A. TO COMMAND INFANTRY SCHOOL AT 

FT. BENNING.—Brig. Gen. Edgar T. Collins, U.S.A., who has ben selected 
to succeed Gen. B. H. Wells as Commandant of the Infantry School at Ft. 
Benning, Ga., comes from Ft. Hoyle, Md., where he has been commanding a 
Field Artillery Brigade of the First Division, since leaving the General Staff 
in November, 1924. 

General Collins was born at Williamsport, Pa., on Mar. 7, 1873, and after 
graduating from the U.S.M.A., in 1897, he was commissioned in the Infantry, 
with which branch he continued. He entered the World War as a Major of 
Infantry, holding the temporary rank of Colonel in France and becoming a 
permanent Colonel in 1920. 

He had graduated from the Army School of the Line in 1910, as an Honor 
Graduate; from the Army Staff College in 1911; from the Army War College 
in 1917. At the commencement of the World War he served as Adjutant to 
the Plattsburg Barracks Officers’ Training Camp, where he had _ previously 
served under General Wood in one of the first of the Plattsburg civilian camps. 
He later became Chief of Staff of the 78th Division, observer with the French 
and British armies, Chief of Staff of the 85th Division, assistant to the Assist- 
ant Chief of Staff, G-5, at G.H.Q. of the A.E.F. and Chief of Staff of the Sixth 
Army Corps. 

Returning from overseas, after a tour of duty as instructor at the Army 
War College, General Collins was assigned to the War Department General 
Staff, first in the War Plans Division, and then in the Operations and Training 
Division. He was appointed a Brigadier General in 1924. General Collins has 
received Legion of Honor from France and the Distinguished Service Medal 
from the United States, with the following citation: 

“For exceptionally meritorious services. As Assistant to G-5, General 
Headquarters, and later as Chief of Staff of the 6th Army Corps, he demon- 
strated rare military attainments, performing his difficult tasks with unre- 
mitting zeal, and rendering services of conspicuous worth to the American 
Expeditionary Forces.” 








G eeenery AND PROMOTION UNDER AIR CORPS BILL.—An interest- 
ing question has been raised as to the effect on Army seniority and ‘pro- 
motion of the pending Wainwright bill for a separate Air Corps. All through 
the hearings on the various Air bills introduced, the chief obstacle has been 
the ironing out of injustice in promotion for airmen without affecting another 
group of officers adversely. 


The Air Corps bill, it was disclosed at the hearings, would complicate the 
promotion problem by bringing new factors into it. Maj. Gen. Robert C. 
eel eae The Adjutant General, in commenting on this feature of the 

1 sald: 


It is rather hard to discuss exactly how this increase is to be made. There is no 
definite base put down for the different increments. It does say that they start as 
a basis for consideration, with the strength authorized on January 1, 1926, and, 
after that, by five annual increments. Assuming the initial strength prescribed 
will be obtained on that date, either by transfer or promotion, on the date that the 
bill becomes effective, then it is presumed each of the different increments would 
come along a year at a time and, based on that and the other provision that 25 per- 
cent of each grade shall be reserve officers, the increase from the present permanent 
900 officers in the Air Service, to 2,250 regular Air Corps officers, would require about 
a procurement of 270 officers a year; and, with the turnover, of course, it would be 
a great deal larger. 

Now leaving out any of the details as to the initial organization, when the incre- 
ments are coming into effect, but assuming that the bill is passed and that it takes 
five years, at the end of the five years we will arrive at the figures laid down in the 
bill. And considering the present list of the officers of the Air Service, the regular 
colonels will include all the present lieutenant-colonels and majors, to include the 
fiftieth major. Those majors contemporaries in the other branches are not due to 
become colonels until 1941. If this bill passed now, in other words, the major con- 
temporaries in the Army would be 10 years later in getting their colonelcy. The 
junior lieutenant colonels will be through the thirty-ninth captain, whose contempo- 
raries are due to become lieutenant-colonels in 1947. The junior majors will be’ 
through the one hundred and thirty-ninth first lieutenant, whose contemporaries are 
due to become majors in 1943. The junior captains will be through the seventy-ninth 
second lieutenant, whose contemporaries are not due to become captains until 1942. 


_ Again, in discussing the relationship of flying cadets and warrant officers 
with the Cadets at the Military Academy he said: 


_ The bill makes flying cadets of the same rank as cadets at the Military and 
Naval Academies. Cadets of the Military Academy are appointed second lieutenants ; 
yet flying cadets are appointed provisional second lieutenants, which it seems to me 
might cause some friction between these two classes in the matter of appointments. 

__In the Army warrant officers are senior to cadets. In the Air Corps, under this 
bill, cadets are senior to warrant officers. The warrant officer is to be transferred. 
Consequently a senior warrant officer of the Army could transfer to the Air Corps, and, 
if placed on duty with the Army, would be junior to all the remaining warrant officers.

19 officers of the Regular Army on duty with the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff, whose terms of service of four years with that body will expire 
shortly, a number of other officers on the General Staff will be relieved from 
duty with it before the ordinary allotted period of four years. 

From all accounts there is to be quite a big turnover among the War De- 
partment General Staff, not because any officer has failed in his duty, but 
because some of the officers have not had their allotted time of service with 
troops, and also because of the Air Service controversy, it is said, in which 
it is understood the powers that be believe it expedient to do some rather 
heavy house cleaning. 

In the turnover Maj. Gen. Dennis E, Nolan and Brig. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, 
both holding key positions, have already been ordered to duty with troops before 
their four-year term expires on the General Staff as already noted in this 
paper, and their relief was necessary for them to complete their service with 
troops within the allotted time. 

Four of the War Department General Staff have just been ordered relieved 
from duty therewith, who have all been less than four years on duty with 
it. Lt. Col. Aristides Moreno (Infantry), will be relieved on Mar. 15, before 
he completes two years’ service with it. He was assigned to duty with the 
General Staff July 2, 1924. Maj. Charles L. Hall (Engineers), will be relieved 
on June 30, before he completes two years’ service. He wag detailed to duty 
with the General Staff July 2, 1924.

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ARMY CORRESPONDENCE COURSES 
ON INCREASE 


The total enrollment in the Army corre- 
spondence courses on Dec. 31, 1925, which 
is purely voluntary, was 23,787, equivalent 
to the combined enrollments of the resi- 
dent students of Yale, Harvard, Princeton, 
and Pennsylvania. This was an increase 
of 4,320 of the corresponding day of 1924. 
Nineteen thousand eight hundred and 
thirty-seven officers and enlisted men of 
the Reserve Corps and 3,024 of the Na- 
tional Guard were enrolled in the courses. 

The object of the Army correspondence 
courses is to provide theoretical instruction 
in the fundamentals of military training 
and tacties for the personnel of the civilian 
components of the Army prior to their 
attendance ut the summer training camps, 
where practical training is afforded. 

Over 1,500 officers of the Regular Army, 
the greater proportion of whom are as- 
signed to duty with the Organized Re- 
serves, are detailed as instructors for the 
correspondence courses. The 6th Corps 
Area, comprising the states of Illinois, 
Michigan, and Wisconsin, with over 3,700 
students, has the largest enrollment in the

MacNider Speaks Out 

Assistant Secretary of War MacNider can use his shoulder muscles when 
the occasion demands it. In his home state, there is a paper of pacifistic 
tendencies, the Des Moines Register which printed with approval an article 
from the Springfield, Mass., Republican, assailing Mr. MacNider’s speech in 
Boston advocating the carrying out of the mandate in the National Defense 
act for a system of industrial preparedness. We referred to this article in 
our press review last week. Mr. MacNider has taken his pen in hand, and 
pertinently asked the Register: 

“Are you against the American Legion’s bill? Do you want it withdrawn, 
delayed or defeated? Is a practical plan something to shy away from? Is 
it your desire to discard all preparedness without any plan to make war im- 
possible or at least improbable?” 

Mr. MacNider explains that the reason for these questions is that out of 
68 editorial comments from New England, 67 are favorable and only one 
questionable. 

“Your recent editorial and two from foreign language communist sheets, a 
letter from a well known radical and another from an inmate of a country 
insane asylum in Wisconsin,” sharply continued the Assistant Secretary, “have 
comprised the entire unfavorable mention which I have received so far.” 

It is a good thing there is a two-fisted fighter in the War Department of 
the stamp of Mr. MacNider. He may be depended upon to tell a pacifist the 
character of his kind whenever the need requires. And he doesn’t care whether 
the pacifist be an individual or a prominent paper in his own home state! 


Tax Reductions Limit Appropriations 


The Senate overturned the apple cart when, disregarding the recommenda- 
tions of its Finance Committee, it slashed income taxes below those which the 
President and Secretary Mellon deem financially safe. The Conferees of the 
two Houses were forced to compromise, the House accepted the findings, and 
the Senate took like action. As a result, prospective revenues from this source 
will be decreased by $387,000,000, or $27,000,000 more than was originally recom- 
mended by the Treasury Department. In consequence, the President has 
served warning on Congress that it must reduce appropriations, and many 
measures of interest to the Service and which under ordinary circumstances 
would appeal to the legislators, will be cast into the discard for this session. 

It was fortunate that before the Senate wielded the pruning knife, the House 
passed the Army supply bill and the two Houses passed the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill. The latter is in conference, and Senator Hale, chairman of the Senate 
Hale, chairman of the Senate Conference Committee, will make a determined 
fight to effect the retention of the increases which his chamber voted. The 
Army Appropriation bill will be reported to the Senate next week substantially 
in the shape approved by the House. Looking at the matter broadly, therefore, 
it may be accepted that the Services are safe so far as the amounts carried in 
the Supply bills are concerned. 


Aircraft Programs to be Curtailed 


But the programs for the Air material for the two Services are likely to 
run against the snag of lack of revenue and Presidential economy. These 
objections re-enforce the attitude which the President has publicly assumed 
against a competitive race in Air armaments. Various causes are attributed to 
the President’s willingness to make known his disapproval of the aerial pro- 
grams talked of in Congress. It became clear to him that if Congress author- 
ized those programs, foreign nations would deem it desirable to go perhaps a 
little farther, and thus the race would be on. Moreover, the President is repre- 
sented as feeling that unconsciously there would grow a sentiment for the use 
of such material, and militaristic view would be created. 

It is known the President understands perfectly that there is no such pur- 
pose animating the Services. He regards them as great peace-time agencies, 
and he wants them maintained as they are today. He believes their functions 
are clear and defined, and he wants them to exercise those functions; but he 
does not want action beyond them. Including the Regular Establishment, the 
National Guard and the Reserve Officers, he sees a solid force of 550,000 
officers and men, which, if concentrating effort upon Congress, would obtain 
results far beyond those he deems desirable. For this reason, he is in entire 
sympathy with the action of the Secretary of War in disciplining Air Officers 
for conducting propaganda in behalf of their arm. 


CoolidgejInsists on Morrow Plan 


The President continues to stand squarely behind the Morrow Board re- 
port. He has made it clear that Congress should not go beyond the findings of 
that board. Thus he has confirmed his objections to a Department of National 
Defense or to a Unified Air Service. The ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL can repeat 
that any legislation not in accordance with the Morrow Board’s recommenda- 
tions will suffer a presidential veto. So far as additions to the material are 


concerned, the Morrow report suggested a five-year program developed as a- 


result of a revision of the Lassiter Board report. The General Staff and Gen- 
eral Patrick have finished a study of the aircraft situation, and are in agree- 
ment, and Secretary Davis has announced that he will submit a program to 
Congress next week. That program will have Mr. Coolidge’s approval. 

Out of the fog which surrounds the entire subject, some concrete proposi- 
tions on which there can be agreement will emerge. Let us hope they will 
be satisfactory to the Services.

A LOOK INTO THE FUTURE

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

If you turn to your files, page 1029, issue of 
April 30, 1910, and note the article, “Our next 
war—When?” you will note the fact that the 
article was prophetic, in a way, but that it 
went astray somewhat in some of its deductions, 
It was an “estimate of the Situation,” a cold. 
blooded analysis of international politico-ego. 
nomic affairs affecting our military policy, 
That was 15 years ago, and since then several 
things have happened. 

We have gone into the World Court as a 
subscribing member. I rather believe that wilj 
help us to settle minor quarrels, and it is the 
little quarrels that sometimes grow into big 
ones—remember the affair of Sarajevo. How. 
ever, we ought to keep our national defense 
well oiled and ready to hop off in case some 
thing goes wrong with the court. You and | 
know that courts sometimes go wrong, even 
our civil and criminal courts. In fact, some 
of them have gone so far wrong as to be objects 
of contempt of court. We cannot accept that 
World Court as the final step in the abolition 
of war, but only another step towards that 
much desired end. The court is certainly one 
step in that direction, and we can take more 
steps if we give our best efforts to perfect it— 
for it is yet in embryo. It may take a hundred 
years to perfect and develop that embryo, but 
the world has got 2a world of time, aithough 
human life is not eternal, and nations can do 
no better than to give earnest, honest intelli- 
gent, fair-minded assistance and consideration 
to the World Court. Meanwhile, keep your 
powder dry. 

Our problem is a defensive one, as we are 
not suffering from some of the political dis- 
eases that seem to prevail in Europe. The 
Wright brothers gave us our best DEFENSIVE 
weapon. We want to stay on our own shores, 
and live in peace with all nations. The rest of 
the world is slowly recovering from the war— 
sitting at home and licking its wounds, so we 
have a fine clear sky—nothing in sight that 
need worry us, apparently. However, the 
politico-economic facts, stated in that article in 
1910 still are facts. Some day the older nations 
will recover their health and strength, and then 
the old disease, “‘Pressure of Populations” is 
liable to affect them, and they may look around 
for a “Place in the Sun.”” Our Monroe Doc 
trine, a policy of self defense, stands in the 
way of a very attractive place in the sun. It 
might be considered as a sort of Dog-in-the 
Manger Policy by some of our friends on the 
continent of Europe, or elsewhere; as it surely 
was considered by one Bill Hohenzollern a while 
back. If we refuse to submit the Monroe Doc 
trine to the judicial action of the League of 
Nations and the World Court at some future 
time, when some overpopulated lands bring be 
fore the league the absolute necessity (in their 
opinion), of room to allow their surplus humans 
to get their feet on the ground, what are we 
going to do about it? At some time in the 
dim and distant future we may be able to 
stand in the middle of the road with a Piow 
Hope and an Olive Branch and stem the ad- 
vancing tide; but we live in the world of today, 
and it looks to me rather more like a case of 
being able to show a Big Stick near at hand, 
and talk softly as possible under the circum- 
stances. 

Taking the question broadly, it seems that 
our Big Stick ought to have WINGS, prin- 
cipally. It might be web-footed like a duck, 
and be a Navy bird, or it might have claws 
like an Eagle and be an Army job; or, if Billy 
Mitchell is right, it may be a Whole Show in 
itself, and be an Air Power combining land 
and water fowls of various sizes and qualifica- 
tions. I do not want to get into a jam with the 
Army and Navy about it—you know—and of 
course I will not lock horns with the General 
Staff, or any other such affair, discretion is the 
better part of valor. But I would submit the 
idea that a line of airdromes on the way to 
Panama, fifty or a hundred miles apart, might 
not be a bad scheme. It would build up an 
airway for commercial and sport flying, and 
make it possible for our most thirsty civilians 
to take their plane and go where the flowing 
bowl and gin rickey flourish in their native 
lair; it would be popular. Also it is not 4 
bad idea to consider an airway with a view to 
its military possibilities. Since the interna- 
tional accord with England we have stretched 
the three-mile limit to 12 miles, in the interest 
of prohibition, it might be possible to do a bit 
of good work and stretch it out about 50 miles 
to cover the distance a plane can operate in 
safely and effectively, and thus increase the 
drought, and force more of our sportively in- 
clined civilians to learn to fiy if they want 4 
drink. 

But, joking aside, the laying out of a good 
airway, with plenty of stations for landing 
and fuelling, and repair, between Portland, 
Me., and Panama, along our coast and across 
the Gulf and Caribbean, is about our best 
insurance of the Monroe Doctrine, until such 
time as we can beat our swords into plow- 
shares. We none of us expect to live to see 
that day, but we live in hope that such a day 
will come. We can talk to those seven self- 
governing, English-speaking members of the 
league in their own language—they understand 
us, and we understand them, and there is very 
little chance of a misunderstanding. But the 
rest of those folks, particularly from Southern 
Europe, along the Mediterranean, on the steppes 
of Russia, and so on into Asia—well, we do 
not talk their language, think their thoughts, 
or get their point of view very clearly, there 
is plenty of chance for misunderstanding. If 
the league can fix up a square deal for us in 
the event that we disagree, well and good.

OW BUDGET DETERMINES ARMY ESTIMATES.—The exact procedure 
of the Bureau of the Budget in determining estimates for the War 
Department was revealed by Brig. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, U.S.A., Assistant 
Chief of Staff, during his testimony before the House Military Affairs 


Committee. 

General Drum stated that at the present time the War Department is pre- 
paring the program for 1928. When the program is completed and its tenta- 
tive cost is figured out, preliminary estimates are sent to the Bureau of the 
Budget. These preliminary estimates are determined after the various chiefs 
of branches have made recommendations which are studied by various officers 
and finally by the Chief of Staff and Secretary of War. ; 

Speaking of the action of the budget, General Drum said: 


After the Bureau of the Budget looks over this preliminary estimate (and I have 
no doubt views it from the viewpoint of the whole expenditures of the Government), 
it sends it back with the statement that the estimate will be rearranged to meet a 
limiting figure of so much, which will be our preliminary estimate. If you feel that 
you can not get along with the limiting figure, you can put a supplemental estimate 
in and that is done and sent back to him. Then he has hearings on all these things 
and eventually he gives us then the final budget. * * * When these prelim- 
inary estimates were made up, the chiefs of branches come in with their recom- 
mendations. When the limiting figure comes back, they are called upon to meet the 
limiting figure, which is always the case, to see where they can cut down, and they 
come before a committee known as the Budget Advisory Committee of the War 
Department, which consists of the budget officer of the War Department, who is the 
chief finance officer, an officer of the supply division, an officer of my division, an 
officer of the Assistant Secretary of War. ‘They go over with the chiefs of branches 
to see where there can be a cutting down and paring down. After that come meetings 
and a complete study. Their study is then sent before the Advisory Council, which 
consists of the Assistant Chief of Staff, the Adjutant General and a representative 
from the Assistant Secretary’s Office, and the Jadge Advocate General. They go 
over it and study it and make a recommendation to the Chief of Staff, who then goes 
over it personally and makes his recommendation to the Secretary of War. 


General Drum also said that in the final hearings before the Director of the 
Budget, the chiefs of branches could state their case and oppose the War 
Department recommendations if they saw fit. Following these hearings, the 
Budget is transmitted to Congress by the President. 
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ORALE OF U. S. FLEET HIGH.—Supporting statements of Secretary 

Wilbur, Adm. S. S. Robinson, Commander-in-Chief of the U. S. Fleet, 
and other departmental heads, made during the hearings on the naval appro- 
priation bill that discipline is uniformly excellent and the morale of the Serv- 
ice high, are actual figures recently prepared by the Bureau of Navigation 
on reenlistments, courts-martial and desertions. These figures show that the 
shortage in petty officer ratings has been reduced from 5,500 two years ago 
to about 1,500 at the present time. The reenlistment figure for 1925 was 
72 percent of all enlistments expiring. During the period from July to De- 
cember, 1925, it has been slightly raised to something over 73 percent. Losses 
from causes other than failure to reenlist have been reduced from 15,000 in 
1924, to a little over 11,000 in 1925. The number of discharges for disciplinary 
reasons has been reduced from 4,924 in 1924, to 3,799 in 1925. The number 
of courts-martial has been reduced from 19,526 in 1924, to 18,850 in 1925. 
Net desertions have been reduced from a percentage of over 2 in 1924 to 1 
in 1925, and about one-half of 1 during the first six months of 1926. This 
percentage is based on enlistment contracts in force during the periods given.

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NATIONAL GUARD 


rATIONAL GUARD HAS 11,493 COMMISSIONED OFFICERS.—The aggre- 
LN gate commissioned strength of the federally recognized National Guard 
was shown as 11,493 on Dec. 31, 1925. The commissioned personnel of the 
combat branches totaled 9,429 officers while 2,064 officers were in the staff and 
supply organizations of the National Guard. By grade the commissioned per- 
sonnel on Dec. 31 consisted of 13 major generals, 66 brigadier generals, 217 
colonels, 418 lieutenant colonels, 984 majors, 3,862 captains, 3,305 first lieuten- 
ants, and 2,628 second lieutenants. 

The Infantry with 4,993 officers comprised over 43 percent of the total com- 
missioned strength of the National Guard, There were 2,211 officers in the 
Field Artillery, 1,235 in the Medical Corps, 699 in the Cavalry, 691 in the 
Coast Artillery, 372 in the Engineers, 363 in the Quartermaster Corps, 266 in 
the Air Service, 172 in the Chaplains Corps, and 118 in the Signal Corps. 

In addition to the officers on the active list, there were 1,323 officers in the 
National Guard Reserve, of whom 1,111 were assigned to combatant branches, 
and 212 to the staff corps. 








R EVIEW OF 106TH INFANTRY, N.Y.N.G. BY GOVERNOR SMITH.—The 
106th Infantry, N.Y.N.G., (old 23rd), under command of Col. Thomas 
Fairservis, was reviewed in its armory in Brooklyn on Feb, 19 by Gov. Alfred 
E. Smith, before an audience which filled all the available space in the Armory. 
The Governor’s party included Maj. Gen. William N. Haskell, commanding the 
National Guard of the state, and among other prominent officers present were 
Col. A. Huguet, U.S.A.; Brig. Gen. G. A. Wingate, Lt. Col. J. A. S. Mundy, 
Col. John J. Byrne, Col. John G. Phelen, and Col. William A. Taylor, all 
N.Y.N.G. 

Governor Smith was received with a rousing reception. In addition to the 
review of the Regiment there was an exhibition drill by Company “L,” under 
Capt. E. F. Dunne, which included a silent manual. There was also a Regimental 
drill in close order movements and some athletic events. These included an 
Inter-Battalion half mile relay race, which resulted in a dead heat between the 
First and Second Battalions. In order to decide the race Governor Smith was 
requested to flip a coin, which resulted in the awarding of gold medals to the 
team representing the Second Battalion. . 

Governor Smith made a public address to the Regiment in which he warmly 
praised its exhibition and progress, and incidentally he praised the National 
Guard of the state, which he stated now numbers more than 23,000 officers 
and men. 


WENTY-SIXTH DIV., MASS. N.G.—The Headquarters Company of the 

26th Division, Massachusetts National Guard, prides itself that all its war- 
rant officers are veterans of the World War, and the majority saw service 
with the Guard before the war on the Mexican border. The Federal inspec- 
tion of the company takes place on Mar. 26, and Capt. J. T. Crowley and the 
other members of the company are making every effort to have a 100 percent 
inspection. The company holds some interesting get together meetings which 
have done much to keep the interest of members of the company working for 
its improvement. 


T= 30TH GEORGIA TANK COMPANY.—The 30th Tank Company of the 
Georgia National Guard, Capt. B. O. Childs, is a thriving organization. 
A tank course for training has been constructed by the company on a vacant 
lot near its tank park. The lot is about the size of a large city block and 
down the center there is an electric line, with seven 200 C.P. bulbs on it. This 
gives plenty of light on drill nights. Around the lot the company built a tank 
driving course in the form of an elipse, placing five obstacles of logs and three 
shell holes. On drill nights one platoon would drive tanks and have platoon 
drill, while the remainder of the company were taking up other subjects. 

As for gunnery work a frame has been built and the ball mount and 37-mm. 
gun has been mounted out of a tank on this frame, and with this the com- 
pany have sub-calibre practice in the armory. Due to the fact that most of 
the members are not free in the daytime to have target practice the unit has 
not been able to make much headway in this work. However, it is trying to 
secure a suitable range so that more time may be devoted to actual firing of 
all weapons.

It was a joint review, both commands being formed into a provisional 
brigade under the command of Rear Adm. Louis M. Josepthal, commander 
of the New York Naval Militia. The 1st Battalion was under command of 
Capt. Richard Condon and the 2d Battalion was under command of Capt. E. T. 
Fitzgerald. The review and the exhibitions given were very impressive.

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MR. McCARL STOPS NAVY PRIZE 
MONEY 
Mr. MeCarl, the Comptroller General, 


has stopped the proposed expenditure by 
the Navy Department of $25,000 for prize 
money to the developers of “designs for 
amphibious landing gear suitable for ap- 
plication to the SC type airplanes.” 

Declaring that such expenditure would 
be illegal, Mr. MeCarl suggested that if 
the Secretary of the Navy found that 
“none within the Navy Department can 
initiate, develop, or produce such a design, 
then there would appear need to submit 
the matter to Congress, so that it may ex- 
press its intent thereon.” 

At the Navy Department it was pointed 
out that the proposed departure from past 
yractice in the matter of experimentation 
ad been made with a view to encouraging 
the private airpiane industry. 

The Navy proposed, according to the 
MeCarl decision, to spend the money, as 
$15,000 first prize and $10,000 second 
prize out of an appropriation for “con- 
tinuing experiments and development work 
on all types of aireraft” in the Bureau of 
Aeronautics. 

“The designs to be submitted,” said 
Mr. McCar!l in denying the use of such 
funds for prize money, “evidently are not 
now in existence; neither are they to be 
produced under and in accordance with 
the prescribed Government specifications. 
Therefore the proposed transaction can 
not be regarded as a purchase or con- 
struction contract. And while it involves, 
primarily, personal services, it can not be 
regarded as the employment of personal 
services either by contract or appointment. 
Reduced to its final analysis, 1 fail to see 
how the proposition can be regarded as 
other than the offering of a reward or prize 
for the first and second best design or con- 
ception of a landing gear.”

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NATIONALITIES IN NAVY 


It is interesting to note that of the 
84,289 enlisted men who were in the U. 8S. 
Navy on June 30 last, 77,174 were native 
born. The foreign-born numbered 7,115. 
Of the foreign-born men the larger num- 
ber were born in the Philippines. These 
numbered 4,263. The next largest number 
of foreign-born men were British subjects. 
Among the latter Canada furnished 189, 
England 178, Scotland 81, and Ireland 





116. Germany furnished 166 and Italy 
232. Pretty much every country in the 


world is represented in the U. S. Navy.

ERMANENCY OF CREWS IN THE U. 8S. NAVY.—The Bureau of Navi- 

gation of the Navy Department has given serious study to the question of 
permanency of crews. 

“Perhaps no one item,” points out Rear Adm. W. R. Shoemaker, U.S.N., 
“is more far-reaching in its effects upon the efficiency of a ship and conse- 
quently the fleet. Each unit suffers proportionately from the turnover of 
the personnel of the Navy as a whole. The latter amounts to an average of 
about 22 percent annually with a four-year enlistment and with current losses 
from all causes. It has not been considered opportune to insist upon a straight 
six-year enlistment, though it is recognized that if it could be done such 
action would materially reduce the annual turnover. The benefits of a six-year 
enlistment to the individual is not substantial; in fact, from his viewpoint, on 
account of the travel-allowance feature, a four-year enlistment extended for 
two years is more desirable than a straight six-year enlistment. 

“There are many conditions on shipboard that operate to keep a constant 
stream of men passing through. Men must be sent to shore duty to relieve 
others who have completed their tours, others require treatment in hospitals 
on shore, service schools and special details need to be kept filled, and last, 
but by no means least, transfers are necessary to commission new vessels, 
complete the crews of those being sent abroad, and replacement drafts must 
be sent to foreign stations. 

“With no reserve to draw upon the bureau is forced at times to use certain 
major units of the fleet as reservoirs of personnel to meet these demands. 
Excessive transfers are subversive to the best interests of the fleet, tends to 
inefficiency and indifference and to a breaking down of the sense of personal 
responsibility of the individual for the results attained by the ship to which 
he may be attached. The bureau has instituted several administrative meas- 
ures tending toward greater permanency of crews, and in the fleet there has 
been established a policy of requiring a certain minimum length of service 
on a vessel before a request for transfer is in order.” 
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ARGETS FOR ANTIAIRCRAFT GUNS.—One of the great difficulties 
encountered in the Navy in antiaircraft gunnery and training has been 
the lack of a proper target. The towed target hitherto used has been too 
small to give a proper point of aim at high altitudes and too small to give 
a target large enough to register hits. Utilizing the Naval Aircraft Factory, 
the Bureau of Ordance has been developing a target of large size to be towed 
by heavier-than-air ships, singly or in tandem. If a number of targets can 
be towed by a lighter-than-air ship, Rear Admiral Blake, Chief of the Bureau 
<. Ordnance, states that it will be practical to simulate squadron attack and 
ense, 

Operations for the purpose of testing such targets, their towing gear and 
their handling were made last summer. They were in no sense gunnery exer- 
cises, nor were they intended to be such. Although the Texas did fire a 
number of rounds with her antiaircraft guns at these new and larger targets 
with very good results, this was incidental to the test of the targets and 
target gear. From a material point of view the tests were satisfactory, and 
{t appears that the expectations of the service for larger and better targets 
will be realized. 

The records of the Navy Department indicate that during the past year 
16 battleships and 2 light cruisers held 42 practices against aircraft targets 
towed by airplanes. In 20 of these practices hits were made on the targets. 
While these practices were held under favorable conditions, nevertheless they 
represent the best reproduction of actual conditions that could be obtained. 
It is to be hoped that even this very creditable performance will be much 
improved by recent developments. 
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XAMPLE OF NEEDS OF ADEQUATE REPAIRS TO NAVY SHIPS.— 

Indicating the constantly increasing need of adequate funds to keep the 
engineering efficiency of the fleet up to the mark is seen in the report of the 
Board of Inspection and Survey on the west coast recommending major repairs 
on the boilers of the battleship Nevada. 


No provision for this item, a considerable one, is included in the estimates 
submitted to Congress for engineering for next year and a supplementary 
estimate will have to be sent in. The department has under advisement a pro- 
posal to replace the boilers instead of effecting the major repairs necessary. 
The cost of this is estimated at approximately $440,000, but departmental engi- 
neers says the increased efficiency, estimated at 10 percent, will pay the in- 
creased cost before the expiration of the 10 years, which under the replace- 
ment clauses of the naval treaty, the Nevada will remain in commission. 

The Nevada was the first of our battleships to be fully oil-engined and is 
the only one with the D-type boilers. Three of these are so impaired that 
when the ship goes to sea they will not be used, thus reducing her efficiency 
and cutting down her maximum safe speed to about 18 knots. 

This case is cited by engineering officers as illustrating the conditions in the 
fleet, due to the ageing of the ships, that make necessary larger annual ex- 
penditures for repairs and the severe handicap of the cut of $770,000 by the 
Appropriations Committee of the figures submitted by the budget for engi- 
neering, which they contend are far below the minimum to take care of neces- 
sary repairs and alterations in the fleet.

ig, get RADIOMEN QUALIFICATIONS.—Regarding the incompetency of 
some radiomen received for duty ashore from the fleet, the commander-in- 
chief of the U.S. Fleet has asked for comprehensive information, including the 
ship from which received, rating at time of transfer, rating for which found 
qualified, names of officers on examining board and transcript of entire service 
record of individual concerned. 

In this respect many Radio School graduates lose their identity when no 
vacancies exist in the Communication Division of the ship to which assigned. 
It has been suggested that the Communication and Radio officers of the ships 
coneerned should ascertain whether any men in new drafts have had radio 
training and seeure them as strikers in the radio rooms at the first oppor- 


tunity.

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VARIOUS NAVY NOTES 

Accompanied by his aide, Lt. Comdr. 
Charles A. Pownall, Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy Robinson will sail Mar. 4 
from Norfolk for a month’s inspection trip 
of naval activities in southern waters. The 
trip south will be made aboard the battle- 
ship Colorado which arrived at Norfolk 
on Feb. 22 for her annual overhaul. 

In addition to the Assistant Secretary's 
aide, the party will include Assistant At- 
torney General William J. Donovan, and 
probably another naval officer. Both Mr. 
Robinson and Mr. Donovan are members 
of the Interdepartmental Committee on our 
Insular Possessions in the Caribbean, and 
it is understood the situation in the Virgin 
Islands and at other points will come in 
for a share of their attention. 

Arriving in the Panama area on Mar. 
11, Mr. Robinson will remain with the 
fleet until Mar. 15 and will return with the 
Scouting Fleet to Guantanamo, arriving 
Mar. 22. After inspecting the naval sta- 
tion and Marines at Port au Prince, the 
Assistant Secretary and his party will go 
to the Virgin Island aboard either a cruiser 
or destroyer to be assignéd by the com 
mander-in-chief. They will return to 
Guacanayabo Bay, where he will see tar- 
get practice and aircraft exercises and 
operations and on Mar. 28 will visit San 
Juan, Porto Rico. 

On April 22 the party will start home, 
probably making the return trip aboard 
the Concord, which is scheduled to come 
north about that date for her annual over 
haul at the Philadelphia navy yard. 





Tentative plans announced by the Navy 
Department for sending the Constitution 
after her reconditioning on a cruise down 
the Atlantic Coast and into the Gulf of 
Mexico and up the Mississippi, have 
elicited widespread interest and have 
given a great impetus to the drive for 
funds for her restoration. 

Secretary Wilbur has given his approval 
to the plan and if possible the cruise will 
be made. He is showing keen personal 
interest in the drive for funds.and feels 
that such a cruise, following the campaign 
will prove a boon in installing patriotism 
especially among the school children and 
will be of great educational value. 
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NAVY DENTAL TREATMENT SYS 
TEMATIZATION 


A systematization of dental treatment in 
the U.S. Navy is advocated by Lt. Walter 
Rehrauer, of the Dental Corps of the Navy. 
Lieutenant Rehrauer has made a careful 
study of the subject, and some interesting 
collateral facts have been deduced. By 
using the system and standard he has out- 
lined in an article in the Naval Medical 
Bulletin he says that 33 individuals can 
be given one-hour appointments each week, 
in addition to an allowance of time for 
emergency cases. During the entire period 
of three years over which this study ex- 
tended the waiting list included an average 
of 156 names of individuals who were wait 
ing to receive appointments for permanent 
restorative treatment. The figure obtained 
by dividing 156 by 33 demonstrates that 
four additional dental surgeons could be 
fully occupied in caring for the personnel 
of each battleship having a complement of 
1,300 or more, and that there still would 
be a continuous waiting list of 24. When 
it is remembered that the figures given 
represent only persons who present them- 
selves for dental treatment voluntarily it 
will be understood that the estimate given 
is quite conservative. 

An attempt to determine the extent to 
which the efficiency and morale of the 
naval personnel would be improved by a 
thorough and general repair of the teeth 
would constitute a very interesting study.

Gen. B. F. Cheatham, Q.M. Gen- 

eral, U.S.A., in a talk at a recent luncheon 

in Washington to Officers of the QM 

Corps, in the course of his remarks re 

ferred to his future policies as follows: 





Quartermasters must first be soldiers. We are 
the most cosmopolitan group in the Army. We 
have been drawn from all branches. We exist 
that the Army may live, and our very bignes 
makes it essential that we have unity of pur 
pose. All of you, no doubt, have definite a 
signments, but we should not regard ourselve 
as being primarily a part of the Transports 
tion Service, the Construction Service, or of any 
other service; but, rather, let us be quarter 
masters with such specialization as circum 
stances or inclination may dictate. \ 

This being my first public appearance sine 
being appointed Quartermaster General, mw 
doubt you have a natural curiosity to hea 
something of the policies of the office, and w 
be told at least a little of what I think abou 
some of our problems. I have no inclination 
to assume the roll of the new broom. Change 
in both policies and personnel are inevitable 
but I hope to proceed slowly and never make 
a change without mature deliberation and care 
ful thought as to the probable consequences. i 
applying this policy I shall endeavor to the best 
of my ability to eliminate favoritism and 
play the game squarely. . 

Any ordinary man can make good if he has 
unlimited means at his disposal, but it takes 4 
highly trained and very successful captain 
keep his ship going with shortened sails in 4 
light wind.

RMY BOXING POLICY FOR 
HAWAII MODIFIED. — General 
Order 25, governing the conduct of 
athletics in the Army and placing mili- 
tary sports on a collegiate basis, has 
been modified in regard to boxing regu- 
lations for the Hawaiian Department, 
following receipt of a letter from Maj. 
Gen. Edw. M. Lewis, U.S.A., command- 
ing, to the Adjutant General of the 
Army. 
The modifications for the Hawaiian 
Department made upon the recommen- 
dation of General Lewis are: 


1. Allowing use of six-ounce gloves in place 
of ten-ounce gloves prescribed. 

2. Elimination of use of regulation trunks 
and jerseys prescribed in N.C.A.A. rules for 
use of boxers. 

3. Lengthening of contests from three 
rounds to four, five or six according to the 
class of boxer. 

4. Seconds can be in ring between rounds. 

5. Referee may “break” boxers in clinch. 

6. Tournament not to be governed by Bag- 
nall-Wilde system of drawing. Soldiers com- 
pleting foreign service tour before completion 
of tournament will be allowed to enter; re- 
cruits will be permitted to enter after tourna- 
ment has started. 

7. Covering up with hands so contestants are 
not in a position to hit and clinching removed 
from list of fouls. 

8. Applause during a round is not prohibited.

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RMY HOUSING BILL PASSAGE FORECAST.—The Army Real Estate 

and Housing bill (S. 1129), which provides for the sale of surplus War 
Department property and the application of the proceeds to improve housing 
conditions at Army posts, was reported to the House, Feb. 24 by Representative 
Hill (Md.) and is due to come up for a vote early next week. It will prob- 
ably pass as amended. If any objections are made to hold up the bill, a sus- 
pension of rules will be asked. This will force a vote on the bill. Under the 
suspension of rules a two-thirds majority is required for passage . 

The bill was up in the House before, having passed the Senate Jan. 5, but 
was held up by objections. It would have been possible to force a vote at that 
time, but members of the Military Affairs Committee felt that portions of 
the bill were obscure and had it re-referred to the committee Feb. 2 for 
amendment. 

The changes include: 

1. The insertion of clarifying language preventing the use of land pur- 
chased by states, counties and municipalities for anything but public purposes. 

2. The elimination of Ft. Hunt, Va., and Ft. Washington, Md., from the 
property listed as the Army still requires these posts. 

3. A change in the section governing the expenditure of the Military Post 
Construction Fund so as to secure an annual statement from the Secretary of 
War on Army construction projects. 

4. Authorization of the sale of Ft. Gaines, Ga., prior to the passage of the 
bill under the act of June 4, 1924. 

5. Survey of lands upon the request of the Secretary of War by the 
Interior Department. 

6. Change in wording to require other departments asking for transfer of 
lands to give specific reasons for desiring property. 

se all tracts actually occupied by American Legion posts non- 
saleable. 

8. Requiring claimints, who have lived on War Department property for 
20 years, to apply within 60 days and pay 10 percent of the appraised value 
of the land occupied instead of $10 an acre. 


RMY AIR LEGISLATION.—The House Military Affairs Committee will go 

into executive session on Mar. 3 to draft the Army aviation legislation 
which will be submitted to Congress. Due to the divergent views held by 
members of the Committee, it is not considered likely, that any draft will be 
agreed upon before Mar. 8, since it will require several meetings to discuss 
the bills pending and the voluminous testimony gathered. 

The committee held hearings on the Air Corps bill all during the week. 
Rear Adm. Wm. A. Moffett, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, who 
testified Feb. 22-24, opposed the bill. He stated that its enactment would dis- 
organize the present plans for coast defense and leave the responsibility for 
such 74efense in confusion. 

After outlining the mission of Navy aviation, he said in part: 

* the removal of our shore-based aviation from the Navy would be a 
serious Llow at naval efficiency and strengthens the second line of defense at the 
expense of our first line, the Navy. 

There are other features of this bill which are so worded that the meaning is 
not clear. Thus under Section 4, page 4, line 1, the Air Corps shall be charged with 
the responsibility of the following: “Maintenance and operation of all transpor- 
tation equipment and facilities required by the Air Corps, including water, motor, 
rail and animal drawn.” Under this proviision there appears to be no reason why 
the Air Corps could not construct aircraft carriers and aircraft tenders. The incon- 
sistency of the bill is thus apparent. The Navy must get off the shore but the Air 
Corps is authorized to provide water transportation. 

This section of the bill continues: “Installation, operation, and maintenance of 
all communication facilities, including telegraph, telephone and radio, at the Air 
Corps stations or required in Air Corps units.” The freedom of control allowed by 
this provision might seriously reduce the efficiency of naval radio communieation and 
enuse a serious duplication of effort in the construction of Government-owned radio 
stations. 

Section 5—Assignment of air units—Provides, “That, at the direction of the 
President, personnel, units, or detachments of the Air Corps may be detached for 
service with the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps, and, in a similar manner, per- 
sonnel, units, or detachments of the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps, may be detached 
for service with the Air Corps: Provided, That when such personnel, units, or 
detachments are so detached, they shall be under the designated commander of the 
forces to which attached.” On page 12, line 2, it is stated: “No officer shall exercise 
command over flying units except a flying officer.” 

A strict interpretation of these two clauses would require that the commander of 
any Army or naval force to which Air Corps units were attached must be a flying 
officer. This provision manifestly restricts both the war and Navy Departments in 
the selection of commanders, and interferes with the initiative of the President in the 
exercise of his function of command. 

These provisions of the bill apparently assume that any Air Corps officer is 
qualified to command land or naval forces, but no Army officer or naval officer is 
qualified to command air forces unless he is a flying officer. The Navy Department 
does not agree with any such assumption.

AR DEPARTMENT ENDORSES CHAPLAINS’ BILL.—The Secretary of 

War has informed the Chairman of the Senate and House Military Affairs 
Committees that the War Department strongly favors enactment of legislation 
to provide for the promotion of Army chaplains and to make the Chief of 
Chaplains an officer of General grade. Following receipt of the letter Chair- 
man Morin of the House Military Affairs Committee, introduced H. R. 9513, 
carrying out the War Department recommendations. 

ow pointing out the need for corrective legislation the Secretary of War 
stated: 

“It is considered that to limit the rank of the chief of this branch to colonel 
when all the other chiefs of branches are major generals is not in accordance 
with the place of religion in the Army nor with the value and importance of 
_ moral and religious influences of the ministry in the Army and in civil 
ife.” 

It is estimated that the expense of the proposed legislation for 1927 will 
be $6,634. No increase in the number of chaplains is being considered. 

In the tables submitted with the letter it was shown that under present 
system the majority of chaplains are captains and that the Army has only 11 
officers with, or above, the rank of major, while in the corresponding ranks of 
lieutenant commander and above, the Navy has 57 officers or more than half 
the officers in the Navy Chaplain Corps. 





HIP’S SALES STORES.—Representative Miller has introduced a bill (H. R 

9566), which has been referred to the House Committee on Naval Affairs, 
proposing an amendment to the existing act which will make the percent of 
profit on sales from ship’s stores discretionary instead of fixed at 15 percent 

It would vest the Secretary of the Navy with the power to set the maximum 
profits and to expend them, in addition to providing for the comfort, amuse. 
ment, etc., of the enlisted force “for payment of extra compensation to enlisted 
men assigned to duty in the ship’s stores.” 

Another provision would limit the Comptroller General as follows: 

“* * * The sole audit by the Comptroller General of the expenditures 
of the profits shall be to determine the accuracy of the computations * * *” 


ILL ON PROMOTION OF NAVAL CONSTRUCTORS.—In addition to the 
consolidated Navy air bill now pending, which covers the five-year aviation 
program, command of Navy air stations, and extra number promotion, a bil] 
(H. R. 9565) was introduced in the House recently by Chairman Butler of the 
Naval Affairs Committee to take care of naval constructors assigned to aviation, 


Chairman Butler’s new bill authorizes the transfer of naval constructors 
and assistant naval constructors, who have specialized in aviation so long as 
to jeopardize their chances for selection and promotion in their own corps to 
the line of the Navy. 

The Butler bill provides that naval constructors and assistants of the rank 
of lieutenant (j.g.), and above shall be transferred to the line of the Navy 
in the status of officers for “engineering duty only,” upon their own appli- 
cation submitted prior to July 1, 1927, and approved by the Secretary of the 
Navy. It further provides that assistant naval constructors of the ranks of 
lieutenant and lieutenant (j.g.) will, upon application prior to July 1, 1927, 
be given the opportunity to qualify for general line duties and if within two 
years of the date of such application they are found qualified will be trans- 
ferred to the line. 


The last section states: 


Sec. 3. Naval Academy graduates so transferred to the line shall take that rank 
and precedence therein which they would have attained had they remained in the 
line, except those officers who have been passed over by selection for promotion. 
Any officer so passed over shall, if transferred to the line, take therein that rank 
and precedence which would have been held by the junior officer in his own corps 
who has been promoted over him if such junior officer had remained in the line. 
Nonnaval Academy graduates as transferred to the line shall take rank and precedence 
therein next after the line officer with whom or next after whom they now take 


, precedence in accordance with existing law.

AVY AEROGRAPHER BILL.—Mr. Updike has introduced a bill (H. R. 

9567), which would authorize the detail of six Navy line officers for 
aerologist duty only by the Secretary of the Navy and would create the war- 
rant and commissioned warrant grades of aerographer and chief aerographer, 
providing for the appointment of one aerographer yearly. 

The original assignment of such officers, according to the bill would be 
limited to the grades of ensign, lieutenant (j.g.), and lieutenant. The officers 
so assigned would be in status of Navy line officers assigned for engineering 
duty only “except the right to command ashore or afloat.” 

The provisions dealing with the creation of warrant aerographers limits 
the number to 14 and places the warrant officers so created in the same class 
with all other warrant grades of the Navy. One enlisted man a year can 
become a warrant aerographer through competitive examination. 


NKNOWN SOLDIER’S TOMB.—The Senate joint resolution providing for 
the appropriation of $50,000 to complete the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier 


at Arlington was reported by Senator Fess without amendment on Feb. 22. 
The tomb will be completed under the supervision of the Secretary of War. 


AVY AIR PERSONNEL NEEDS.—Lt. Comdr. R. R. Paunack, U.S.N., in 
testifying before the House Naval Affairs Committee, gave the following 
detailed estimated needs for Navy air personnel: 


Under the program of 1,000 planes, we will require for the fiscal year 1926, 514 
officer pilots; 99 ground officers; 34 warrant officers; 192 enlisted pilots, and 3,771 
enlisted men. 

In 1927, we will require an increase of 90 officer pilots, 2 warrant officers, 30 
enlisted pilots, and 664 enlisted men. 

In 1928, we will require an increase of 62 officer pilots, 3 warrant officers, 38 
enlisted pilots, and 310 enlisted men. 

In 1929, we will require an increase of 54 officer pilots, 2 warrant officers, 42 
enlisted pilots, and 270 enlisted men. 

In 1930, we will require an increase of 32 officer pilots, 2 warrant officers, 32 
enlisted pilots, and 160 enlisted men. 

In 1931, we will require an increase of 10 officer pilots, 1 warrant officer, 10 
enlisted pilots, and 50 enlisted men. Through the five-year period, we will also 
require an additional increase for overhead of 40 officer pilots and 160 men. 

The total number required is 802 officer pilots, 99 ground officers, 44 warrant 
officers, 344 enlisted pilots, and 5,875 enlisted men. 

We have on hand now, including the class of students who will finish training in 
a few months, 400 officer pilots, 147 ground officers, 24 warrant officers, 104 enlisted 
pilots, and we are allowed 3,842 enlisted men. We are about 2,000 under the allow- 
ance of enlisted men because we have not the planes for them, but they are provided 
for. That will make it necessary to provide ultimately an increase of 402 officer 
pilots. We will have to reduce the number of ground officers by 48. The excess 48 
ground officers should be naval aviators, and their jobs will ultimately be filled by 
naval aviators. There will be an increase of 20 warrant officers, 240 enlisted pilots, 
and 1,533 enlisted men. This will require an average increase per year of 80 officer 
pilots, 4 warrant officers, 48 enlisted pilots, and 307 enlisted men. : 

The average annual increase in cost for officers will be $235,200 per year; for 
the increase of enlisted men, the annual increase of cost will be $236,520 over the 
five-year period. The total average annual increase in cost for personnel will be 


$471,720. 
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TTACK ON BATTLE MONUMENTS COMMISSION.—During a debate on 
A the Independent offices bill in the House Feb. 20, the present representation 
on the Battle Monuments Commission was attacked by various members. Mr. 
Garrett, of Tennessee, pointed out that “there is no representation west of 
the Mississippi River, no representation south of Maryland, and no represen- 
tation, the gentleman from New York says, north of New Jersey.” 

Representative Hill, one of the members of the commission, defended its 
present representation, as follows: 


The original bill provided that the members of the commission should represent each differ- 
ent organization, but the power finally was given to the President to appoint any seven he 
wanted. My understanding is that with the exception of General Pershing and the represen- 
tative of the Senate and the representative of the House the members of the commission were 
recommended to the President by the above-named organizations. 

The commission consists of seven members. General Pershing was naturally picked out 
to represent the Army. Senator Reed, of Pennsylvania, was picked out because he was at 
that time one of the few members of the Senate who had been in the World War. He served 
as a Major in the 79th Division. He had a very distinguished service as an artillery officer. He 
received the Distinguished Service Medal and the Legion of Honor for war services. 

My appointment came about in this way: Apparently there were two very able and dis- 
tinguished members of the House whose appointment was strongly urged by their friends. 
My appointment was urged by nobody. _ The President, as I understand, came to the con- 
clusion that he could not properly appoint either one of those two members of the House 
and the President then appointed me. * * * 

So the representatives of the Army and of the Senate and of the House were appointed in 
that way. I had not been an applicant for the position and did not know anything about it. 
I understand very distinctly that Colonel Woodside, who happened to come from Pittsburgh, 
which is the residence of Major Reed—and Major Reed had nothing to do with his appoint- 
ment— received his appojntment upon the recommendation of the representatives of the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars, he having been their grand commander at one time. Colonel Woodside 
was decorated with the Distinguished Service Cross and wounded in action in France. I also 
know that Colonel Markey, who happens to come from Maryland, was recommended by the 
National Guard Association. He commanded an Infantry regiment in France and received 
the Distinguished Service Medal and the Legion of Honor for combat service. 

I know there was a very spirited contest in the American Legion over the appointment of 
their representative, and Colonel Miller, who had served as an officer in the 79th Division 
in the fighting north of Verdun in 1918, and who happened to come from Delaware, was 
appointed. Mrs. Bentley, of Chicago, lost a son in battle in France, was president of the 
Gold Star Mothers, and was recommended by them. 

Now, gentlemen, this accounts for the grouping of the appointees on this commission in 
a comparatively small area, and I will say to the gentleman from Tennessee that is a matter 
for very proper comment, but it came about in that way. There was no question of political 
consideration in the sense of party politics. There was no question of geographic location, it 
was a question of representation of different units or organizations. 





ERVICE LEGISLATIVE AID ATTACKED.—The Army and Navy were re- 
S cently assailed in the House of Representatives by Mr. McSwain, of the 
Military Affairs Committee for “bureaucratic” domination of the Government. 
To support his contention, Mr. McSwain quoted extracts from letters concern- 
ing legislation from Navy Warrant officers. Officers pointed out his omission 
of the fact that the department’s views on Service legislation pending or to be 
introduced are often requested by the chairmen of the Senate and House Mili- 
tary and Naval Affairs Committees. His speech, in part, follows: 


I recognize most clearly—what I fear some of the special champions of the Army and the 
Navy fail to recognize—and that is, that the Navy and the Army are the agents and servants 
and creatures of Congress and exist solely for the service they do and can render in behalf 
of national defense. 

Army and Navy not Ends but Means 

Some of the champions and authorized spokesmen for the Army and Navy get into the 
attitude and frame of mind that these organizations are independent and self-sufficient institu- 
tions within themselves, and that they exist not for a service to be rendered to the civilian 
population, but that it is the duty of the civilian population to work and make money and 
pay taxes in order that we may have the honor and pleasure of maintaining an Army and 
Navy. Of course, no champion of these institutions would consciously admit such to be his 
views, but unconsciously their arguments betray the fact that this thought lies deep in their 
subconscious minds. 

Army and Navy not Masters but Servants 

Consequently there crop out from time to time various expressions, lifting of eyebrows, 
shrugging of shoulders, conduct that implies the thought that those who are masters of the 
Army and the Navy are also masters of the destiny of the Nation, and therefore masters of 
the people of the Nation, and therefore masters of the Treasury of the people of the Nation, 
and therefore masters of the Congress which fills and empties the Treasury of the people. 
If this statement seems extravagant, please refer to a letter written by the Secretary of 
the Navy to the chairman of the Naval Affairs Committee of the House of Representatives, 
dated Jan. 13, 1926, in opposition to a bill to do a simple act of justice with regard to the pay 
of the warrant officers of the Navy. Consequently we find in it this expression : cae ; 

“This department would have no objection to the introduction of a bill permitting chief 
warrant officers appointed as such since June 30, 1922, to count all service rendered by them 
in computation of longevity pay increases.” : 

Since when must any member of Congress obtain the consent of the Navy Department or 
any other department to the introduction of a bill? Then in another place the same letter 
says this: ; 

““While it is recognized that certain corrections could well be made in the matter of the pay 
of chief warrant officers, nevertheless the department does not at this _time desire to take the 
initiative in introducing any legislation looking to the relief of this particular group of officers. 

Since when could the Navy Department or any other department introduce legislation in the 
Congress? Since when have the members of Congress abrogated their exclusive right to 
introduce is ion? F

RMY AIR SERVICE PROGRAM.—A five-year aviation development pro- 

gram for the Army Air Service, similar to the naval aviation program 
now before Congress, although at a slightly less expenditure, will be sub- 
mitted to the House Military Committee next week by the War Department. 

Although the exact figures have not yet been agreed upon in the ee 
between Maj. Gen. Mason M. Patrick, Chief of Air Service; Secretary 0 a 
Davis, and the General Staff, it is thought that the program will call for the 
doubling of the present air strength of the Army within five years at a 
cost of not to exceed $75,000,000. : : 

Secretary Davis, B commenting on the program, said that he Regge a 
bolster the air strength materially but not at a cost which nerd e conn’ 
the economy policy of the Administration. He said he thought the propose 
Navy aviation program “too costly.” 











cs ONGEVITY CREDIT FOR CADET SERVICE AFTER 1912.—A communi- 
cation from the Secretary of War to Chairman Morin of the House Military 
Affairs Committee on a bill opposing the granting of longevity credit for 
cadet service at the Military Academy after 1912 in the case of Capt. Thomas 
G. Peyton, U.S.A., brings to light a curious condition in the case of that officer 
and of Capt. Francis G. Bonham, U.S.A. 

Captain Bonham gets longevity credit for cadet service after the passage 
of the act of Aug. 24, 1912 because of the wording of the law granting him a 
second appointment to the Military Academy. The special legislation enabling 
Captain Bonham to again become a cadet after he had been returned to civil life 
from the Academy contained the word “reappoint.” The Comptroller of the 
Treasury ruled that this word had the same force as the word “reinstate” and. 
hence entitled him to credit. 

Captain Peyton’s re-entry into the Academy was through legislation which 
contains only the word “appoint.” It is on this technicality that longevity 
credit was denied him and the bill (H.R. 8447) introduced. 

Both officers were graduated subsequent to the passage of the act of Aug. 
24, 1912 and behind their original classes. 

Under the present interpretation of the law, any officers who attended the 
Military Academy prior to 1912, failed, were reappointed and graduated after 
1912 will be denied longevity credit for cadet service. The War Department 
will oppose any special legislation introduced to grant such credit. Incidentally, 
the War Department opposed the enactment of the special legislation granting 
Captain Bonham credit. 

Secretary Davis takes the view that Captain Peyton should have known he 
would not be entitled to longevity credit for cadet service. He also feels that 
Captain Bonham’s case should not be regarded as a precedent in this or other 
cases. 

In closing, Secretary Davis states: 


“Taking into consideration all the circumstances surrounding the case and 
the necessity for preserving the interests of the commissioned personnel as a 
whole, I am opposed to the proposed legislation and recommend that it be not 
enacted.”

} ETAINER PAY BILL FOR NAVAL RESERVE OFFICERS.—A bill (H. R. 

9641), was introduced in the House Feb. 22 by Representative Almon which 
would grant retainer pay of his confirmed rank from date of rank stated in 
his commission to any former Naval Reserve officer who served during the 
World War under a provisional or probationary commission. 


A further provision affecting Naval Reserve officers who accepted permanent 
commissions in the Regular Navy under the act of June 4, 1920, would allow 
them to count for pay purposes under the act of June 10, 1922, three-fourths of 
all time served under a Reserve commission and full time for all active duty 
during the World War. The bill would also appoint all these Reserve officers 
below the grade of senior lieutenant who were eligible for higher provisional 
rank in the U.S.N.R.F., to the corresponding grade in the Regular Navy if 
they made a general average of more than 75 percent on their final ex- 
aminations.

THE FINANCIAL DIGEST 


BY RAYMOND V. SYKES 


The railroads of the United States, it can be said truthfully, have fully 
recovered from the effects of inflation following the war and from Gover. 
ment control. Their property is in probably the best physical condition jy 
history and their earning power is as strong as it ever was. The reports gf 
condition of equipment that are filed periodically shows locomotives and freigh 
cars to be well maintained. The year 1925 saw a new high record establishe 
in the movement of freight, and throughout the year there was never any 
serious shortage of cars or delays due to inadequate facilities. Gross revenues 
for the year were considerably in excess of $6,000,000,000, and were exceeded only 
once before in history, and that by only a narrow margin. Net railway oper. 
ating income, which is the balance after all operating expenses, taxes, hire 
of equipment, and joint facility rents, amounted to over $1,000,000,000 ang 
exceeded even the banner year 1916. 

Laws under which the railroads now operate are decidedly constructive, 
and there is little prospect of hostile legislation. Public relations are probably 
as cordial as they have ever been. Despite the prospect of demands for wage 
increases among certain classes of railway employes, there are no prospects 
of serious labor conflicts. In the first place, it is improbable the railroad 
will oppose reasonable wage increase demands. Railroad property has been 
placed in such good repair and operating efficiency is so high that, under the 
present rate schedules, it seems likely a larger return on property valuation 
will soon result than is regarded in the eyes of the law as “fair.” In such an 
event the only alternative is a reduction in freight rates. Rather than see a 
general readjustment downward in the rate structure, it would be much more 
desirable if surplus earnings were absorbed through increased operating ex. 
penses in the form of wage grants. 

While the rehabilitation of the railroads has been taking place, railroad 
securities have returned to the investment position they occupied before the 
war. Market prices, however, have not fully discounted this in every case. The 
coming two or three years are likely to see almost as many constructive 
changes as have the last few years. Many consolidations will take place 
under the authority of the Transportation Act of 1920, and the additional legis. 
lation now before Congress known as the Cummins bill. 

Many new securities will be offered in connection with the mergers and 
the investment status of many second-grade securities improved when their 
issuing companies are taken into the large combines. Altogther the outlook 
for railroad securities is decidedly favorable.

DENTAL SURGEON 
REPAIR 16-INCH GUN 


An interesting incident which illustrates 
the versatility of the complements of many 
of our Navy ships came to light during 
the visit of the battleship Colorado to the 
Navy Yard at Norfolk for repairs to one 
of her 16-inch rifles. 

Some time ago it was discovered’ that 
this gun had some defect, and it was be- 
lieved that the defect was in the rifling of 
the gun. The officers on 
cognizance of this matter were at a loss 
for means to discover the exact nature 
and seore of the defect to the gun. 

It was suggested that the dental officer 
of the Colorado might be able to help by

obtaining an impression of that part of 
the rifling which it was thought to be 


damaged. 

The Dental Surgeon, Lt. Comdr. Howard 
R. McCleery, fell in with the plan. In 
consequence a drag was devised by bending 
lines to the ends of a regulation hammock. 
This was placed in the breech after one 
of the lines had been passed through the 
length of the gun, and out through the 
muzzle. Commander McCleery then was 
placed in the hammock and was dragged 
forward in the gun to the location of the 
damaged rifling. Due to the close quar- 
ters (16-inch diameters) he had little 
room to work, but with the aid of a flash 
and a quantity of beeswax he succeeded in 
obtaining an impression of the damaged 
part. This was of considerable assistance 
in supplying information as to the actual 
damage. 
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MAJ. R. L. WEEKS, U.S.A., DEAD 
Maj. Robert L. Weeks, U.S.A., Ret., 
died at Syracuse, N. Y., Feb. 22, 1926. He 


is survived by a widow who lives at the 
above place. Major Weeks was born in 
New York Dec. 1, 1875, and during the 
War with Spain joined the 35th U.S.

Among other duties, Major Weeks served 
in the Philippine campaigns, at various 
posts in the United States and in Alaska. 
He served on the Mexican border and was 
in France during the World War as land- 
ing officer in charge of Billeting Base No.
